Washington, June 3—Senator Pen- 
rose today told

committee hunting for "the lobby" 
that in his sixteen 'oars experience 
in Washington he never h.id known 
of any attempts to iuii>roi<e-r.y influ- 
ence memibers of congress. 
He gave 


the names of 175 persons who had 
called on him since January Jst on 
the tariff, but decla-'ei! that none 
•were "lobbyists" in the general an- 
ticipation of the term. 


It is well known that certain in- 
terests have agents here, said the 
senator, and I suppose they are paul 
salaries. 
They evideurly got infor- 


mation for their organizations. Their 
work is perfectly legitimate 
My 


opinion is that the lobbyist is prin- 
cipally a thing of the past. Con- 
gressional committees nay iitlle at 
ten'tion to them, said Senator Pen- 
rose. 
Senator Penrose thought that prob- 


ably Winthrop L. Marvin of Boston 
represented "the >wool 
people in 


Washington and Senator Reed was 
insistent to learn if Marvin over had 
anything to do with fixing the tariff 
on wool or Brown with the cotton 
tariff. 
Senator Penrose insisted the men 


did nothing than present argument 
to senators and representatives and 
that neither 
had anything 
to do 
with making the rates of the Payne 
law. 


Senator Reed did develops on cross 


examination, however, that Mr. Mar- 
vin at one time, was secretary of a 
joint commission to investigate tbo 
merchant regime.

riders escaped without injury.

Bailey's machine collided with one 
of tho horses and both he and the 
girl were thrown off and

Board of Trade Will Make 
Effort to Place Newark on 


Coast-to-Coast Highway 


Licking county will bo in tho line 


of the projected coast-to-coast high- 
way. 
An effort is being put forth 


by tho Newark board of trado to 
influence the federal 
highway 
de- 


partment to include Newark on the 
route. 
This statement was made by 


President. Fred Kvans of the board 
of trade Tuesday. 


It is the plan of the government 


to construct a paved highway from 
Washington to San Francisco. Tho 
project would cost several millions 
of dollars, but it is planned to have 
each county and state, through which 
tho highway passes bear its propor 
tion of tho cost entailed in construc- 
tion. 


Numerous routes are under con- 


templation, and it seems that 
the 


many movements for long distance 
highway 
construction 
now 
being 


brought, to the attention of the- fed- 
eral good roads 
commission 
have 


acted as a dcteront factor. 


It is said, however, that the route 


of the coast-to-ooast 
highway 
has 


been determined as far west as St. 


and that this covers the old 


National pike, which passes through. 
tho southern part of Licking county. 


Efforts 
of the Newark board of 


trade are being directed toward ob- 
taining tho consent of the govern- 
irr-nt to leave the National pike at 
Znnesvillo and seek a more centra! 
route through the county, passing 
through 
Newark 
and 
connecting 


with the old National road at He- 
bron. 
It is said a goodly number 


of influential persons in Zanesvillo 
and other towns already on the lino 
of the projected highway have been 
enlisted in tho cause of Newark. 


Brick paving is being more favor- 


ably considered for the road, but 
whether brick or macadam will bo 
used remains to bo determined when 
the 
proposition 
has received more 


definite action. 
This is not. expect- 


ed to come before next year at the 
earliest, as tho highway matter has 
been overshadowed by one or two 
questions regarded as more vital by 
tho national legislature.

iboth at the time of marriage. 


The law in question was passet 


lApril 3, 1883, and the speaker sug 
gested that he would deem it \use 
for the women of Ohio to erect some 
suitable memorial to the man who 
introduced the bill.

speaker did not recall. 


Mr. iKibler also traced the history 


of Ohio legislation with reference to 
woman's rights, dpwn to the present 
time, noting in particular the pas- 
sage of the law in 1894 which en- 
franchised women to vote at school 
elections.

thing to do then is to make people sensitive on the subject, as sensitive to 
tho pain of an animal as they are to their own. 


This can be done by arousing public opinion. 
A public conscience in 


the matter Humid be cultivated. 
If a society for the protection of animals 


were formed in every community, It would help. 
If some stated time were 


set apart in the churches and schools for a study and discussion of the sub 
Ject, this too would be valuable. 


If the women's clubs of a district, no matter what their special 


work, would stand always for kindness to animals; and whenever the 
occasion made it necessary, do what they could individually or collectively 
to further the sentiment, the spread of a right feelina would be quickened 
If the matter were, in "every way possible, made a community matter soon 
every man. woman and child, instead of being thoughtless or indifferent 
would not only find it impossible himself to hurt an animal but would ho 
quick to see if another were doing it, and to remonstrate.

told Hint this wiiB the only order given 
to patrolmen which she recalled. She 
told of conversations with Safety Di- 
rector 
Collier and ' Police Captain 


Swank about the order which Burke 
is said to have disobeyed. 


Miss Kelt-hurt said that she didn't 


iciuember of any orders she had failed 
to give uotrolmen. She could not re- 
call being "called down" by ex-Police 
Chief Blizzard for failing to transmit 
orders to officers. 
Miss Relchart de- 


nied that her testimony was 
Influ- 


enced by her for fear of 
being dis- 


charged from the department. 


Pllice Captain Swank, after being 


sworn and qualifying as a witness In 
the case, stated that he told Burke of 
a complaint from East Newark 
re- 


garding the glass dumped in an East 
Newark alley. He thought the conver- 
sation took place on tne west side of 
the square. Later in the Afternoon 
Swank «aw Burke and asked the pa- 
trolman if he had looked 
into 
the 


complaint Burke said he had not. 


On cross-examination Swank said he 


thought the conversation took place 
in front of Edmiston's toook store. 
Swank didn't remember specifically of 
speaking of the details of the com- 
plaint. 
He admitted that he might 


have said that the girl would give him 
the order. Captain 
Swank said he 


had made a verbal report to Police 
Chief Blizzard. Captain

Mr. Smythe was the first 
speaker. He called the commission's at- 
tention to the fact that it was sitting 
as an appellate court with appellate 
jurisdiction. He stated that it was his 
opinion that the commission 
should 


decide tf^Burke's dismissal was not 
done as authorized by laws, it should 
not stand. He cited a case In the Ohio 
Reports sustaining his contention. Mr. 
Smythe Phen went Into the methods of 
bringing charges against civil service 
employes. 'He quoted from the munici- 
pal code which places exclusive con- 
trol of patrolmen in the charge of the 
chief of police. 
The safety director 


shall have charge of all other officers 
and employes of the department. 
He 


quoted further, showing that the fire 
chief or police chief shall have the ex- 
clusive right to suspend all subordin- 
ate employes. He showed that the di- 
rector may suspend any employe of 
the police or fire department who are 
under hin exclUMlve jiirlMdlctlon. 


Mr. Smythe held that Burke was not 


legally dismissed, as Collier brought 
the charges when it was the chief's 
exclusive right to prefer the charges. 
The attorney emphasized the absurdity 
of the charge of 
disobedience 
when 


Burke knew that 
both 
Collier and 


'Swank were "after Burke's scalp." 


He said that the rule which placed 


the captain In charge 
during 
the 


chief's absence was merely local and 
that it could be abrogated at any time 
and that the custom prevailing had 
abrogated the rule. 


Attorney Russell called attention to 


the fact that 
Collier 
was "after" 


Burke. 
H'e said Miat Collier sat and 


listened to the testimony of ex-Chief 
Blizzard and did not avail himself of 
the opportunity to take the witness 
stand and refute the testimony. 
He 


recalled the enmity of Captain Swank 
against 
Burke 
and 
said that the 


charges of disobedience would amount 
to naught but for the venom of Swank 
towards Burke. 
He declared that it 


was the commission's duty to stand 
between- an accused employe and the 
bitter feeling of two superiors. 
He 


presented to the commission the prob- 
ability that the operator 
was prob- 


ably induced to testify 
'before 
the 


commission because of her fear of los- 
ing her job. 


Russell asked why 
Swank 
didn't 


suspend Burke on May 6, when he is 
said, to have disobeyed an order. 
In- 


stead of waiting more than a week 
before making known to Blizzard the 
patrolman's offense. 


"I hope this board shall stand as It 


always has, that every man shall have 
a square deal." 


City Solicitor Jones in reply to the 


argument of counsel for Burke stated 
that he did not care to go into the evi- 
dence. He stated that he believed the 
commission was Intelligent enough to 
properly consider the probable veracity 
of witnesses. 


He stated that the captain has no 


jurisdiction which permits him to sus- 
pend a patrolman 
He amended this 


statement by saying that the captain 
may temporarily 
suspend, 
but 
that 


Burke was off duty 
before 
Swank 


learned that the order had not been 
obeyed. 


Mr. Jones declared that if the pro- 


ceedings were 
wrongfully 
brought, 


that it was a mistake to bring the, 
case before tne commission. He de- 
clared that the proper relief was to be 
found elsew'here. 


He said that he 
understood 
the 


statute quoted by Mr. Smythe differ- 
ently than the interpretation of 
Mr. 


Smythe. 
He said that the employes 


who are subject to dismissal by the 
director must be defined. 
He urged 


that this commission should not de- 
cide that the safety director is not in 
exclusive control of the police and. fire 
departments. "This Issue is more Im- 
portant to me than the dismissal of 
Mr. Burke," said Mr. Jones.
